he can not tell how, Charles' right 
foot was caught In the frame the 
cruel teeth seised It. snd In s twink- 
ling It was literally chewed from the 
ankle. 

The poor fellow's shrieks of «aln 
and sails for help speedily brought 
assistance and he was given all pos- 
sible aid snd relief. Dr. Fred Mar- 
rum, the company's physlclsn, was 
on the opposite side of the river. 
Y bat In less than half an hour he had 
his patient on the railroad side of 
Torchlight, snd had the west bound 
local freight signaled for snd tbe 
Louisa hospital notified to be la 
readiness to receive tbe Injured 
msn.

The likevllle correspondent of the 
Ashland Independent tells in the fol 
lowing lines the way Christmas was 
"celebrated" In that section. 

"It falls to our lot to chronicle 
some more bloodthirsty happenings 
In connection with Christmas in our 
section, and of which friends have 
Just now apprised us by telephone. 
On Island creek, near here, Dick 
Compton. a wild young scion or one 
Of the families of the neighborhood, 
and who had been tried for the mur- 
der or bis uncle, as well as lor many 
other misdeeds, and who doubtless 
should bave long ago been in the 
penitentiary, shot the leg or a young 
man named lrlcks full or holes and 
ried to the hills; while on Greasy 
creek a similar crime was committed 
about the same time, when one Ad- 
klns fearfully wounded a neighbor 
named Hopkins by shooting him in 
the leg and then making bis escape 
None or the culprits bave been ap- 
prehended. At the mouth or Paw- 
paw, in Buchanan County, Va . 
barely beyond the Pike county line, 
aome time during the day Saturday, 
Henry Pennington, who was drunk, 
Invaded the home or Samuel .Baker 
and started a row. He killed Baker 
at once and opened lire on the dead 
man's wire, who retaliated in kind 
with a Winchester. She landed three 
bullets In him. and herself received 
so many that It is thought she can- 
not sarvive. A mob was promptly 
formed by the neighbors or the Ba- 
kers, who Just after dark Saturday 
night took Pennington and suspend- 
ed him between the heavens and the 
earth, to the branch of a tree, and 
ere he had time to strangle, riddled 
his body with bullets, thereby mak- 
ing short work of him. So much for 
Christmas boose. This sounds like 
the escapades or characters in yel- 
low backed novels, with scenes de- 
picted in the wild and woolly West 
and Is blood cardllng In the ex- 
treme, but 'tis a' fact nevertheless, 
and the real scene is located not 
so very far from Plkeville, say thir- 
ty miles." 



Boy Sustains Broken Leg. 

An accident whlcn Is Involved in 
some degree of mystery occurred at 
Torchlight, six miles south or Lou- 
isa, on last Tuesday morning. Short- 
ly arter No. 37. west bound for 
Ashland, had left a man with a 
broken leg was found near the coal 
tipple.

The unfortunate man's name is 
Blair, and he gives his residence as 
Johnson county. He Is about 20 
years or age. He was taken care or 
at the house or James Hughes, in 
Torchlight, and, so the NEWS Is 
informed, was taken home on 
Thursday. 

First aid to Blair was ordered by 
the railroad company.

Census Director Durand Sets February 
5th as the Date. 



Waahlagton. D. C. Dec 27. lift 
—Any person of good Judgment, 
who haa received an ordinary com- 
mon arhool education, can readily 
and aaaily pass the teat to be given 
applicants for Census enumeratora' 
places on Saturday, February S, the 
date finally set by V. S. Census Di- 
rector Durand, according to an an- 
nouncement from the Census Bureaa 
today. This will be a comforting 
assurance to the several hundred 
thousand who are believed to be 
contemplating application for the 
plaros. 

It waa emphatically stated at the 
bureau that the test will ba an 
eminently reasonable and practical 
one. similar to that applied to ap- 
plicants at the Twelfth Census. It 
will consist of filling out a sample 
schedule of population from a de- 
scription, in narrative form, of typ- 
ical families; and. In the case of 
enumerators whose work will be In 
the rural districts, they will be 
called upon to fill out an additional 
sample schedule of agriculture, from 
information furnished by the Cen- 
sus Bureau 

All persons, whether women or 
men. who may desire to become 
Census enumerators must be cltlsens 
of the I'nited States; residents of 
the supervisor's district for which 
they wish to be appointed; must be 
not less than 18 nor more than 70 
years of age; must be physically 
able to be the work; must be trust- 
worthy, honest and of good habits; 
must have at least an ordinary edu- 
cation and must be able to write 
plainly and with reasonable rapidity 
Those who can comply with these 
requirements are Invited to put in 
their applications, as there will be 
at least 68,000 enumerators' places 
to ho filled by the middle of March 
In preparation for the enumeration 
beginning April 15. 

Application forms, with full In- 
structions for foiling In, and com- 
plete Information concerning the 
test and the method of appointment, 
can be secured by writing to the 
supervisor of census for the super- 
visor's district in which the appli- 
cant lives. All applications, properly 
filled In must be filed with the sup- 
ervisors not later than January 25 
as any received after that date can- 
not be considered.

Of 
course, the answer is, he would 
smoke a great deal less because of 
tbe difficulty in getting a light, or 
else, on the other hand, smoke con- 
tinuously in order to keep alive the 
fire at the end of his stogie or 
Havana, pipe or cigarette, as the 
case might be. 

Small and insignificant as it k. 
the match demands perhaps as much 
attenUon In the choice of the wood 
going into Its manufacture as any 
other forest product. Only the 
choicest cross-grained timber will 



not do. Instead of being a by-pro- 
duct of other articles of manufac- 
ture the little match to turned out 
at hundreds of mills over the coun- 
try where the by-products are bul- 
ky objects like doors, sash, shing- 
les, siding, posts, and cord-wood. 
The pines, linden, aspen, white ced- 
ar, poplar, birch, and willow are 
the most suitable match timbers. 

The match makers— not the mat- 
rimonial kind— are already finding 
the amount of choice timber avail- 
able Is dwindling. Forest conserva- 
tion, if applied to the holdings of 
tbe matrn companies, like it ts on 
Uncle Sam's National Forests ia the 
West, will do much to make the 
supply sufficient tor a longer num- 
ber of years than would be the ease 
if the old-time wasteful lumbering 
methods of a few yoars ago should 
continue.

A New Variety" of Corn. 

Last year a small lot of shelled 
corn of a kind new to this country 
was sent to the Department of Ag- 
riculture from Shanghai. It proved 
to have qualities that may make it 
valuable in breeding a corn adapted 
to the hot and dry conditions of the 
Southwest. The plants raised In the 
test averaged less thn six feet In 
height, with an average of twelve 
green leaves at the time of tassel- 
ing. The ears averaged 5 V4 Inrhefs 
In length and 4 '4 inches in greatest 
circumference, with sixteen to eight- 
een rows of small grains. On the 
upper part of the plant the leaves 
are all on one side of the stalk, 
Instead of being arranged in two 
rows on opposite sides. Besides this, 
the upper leaves stand erect instead 
of drooping, and the tips of the 
leaves ore therefore above the top 
of the tassel. The silks of the ear 
are produced at the point where the 
leaf blade is Joined to the leaf 
sheath, and they appear before 
an ear except

They feed silage, timo- 
thy, oats. bran, gluten and oil meal 
proportioned to make a balanced 
ration.

Small pox has broken out in the 
C. A- O. camp cars, near Milton, W. 
Va. No deatha have resulted and 
the health authorities have taken 
steps to prevent the spread of the 
disease. 

There has been an immense quan- 
tity of tobacco brought Into the 
tobacco warehouse at Wayne, be- 
sides the quantity that haa been 
takeu to the Hamlin warehoiiHe 
from the eastern section of the 
county. The tobacco this year will 
bring Into circulation in that coun- 
ty something like $ 100,000. 

Robert Smith, claiming to be a 
preacher, is now In Fayettevllle Jail 
for prohibiting a physician from at- 
tending his 3-year-old daughter, who 
was almost burned to a crisp by her 
clothes catching fire from an open 
grate In her home, at Oak Hill, Fay- 
ette county. A physician had part- 
ly dressed the wounds when Smith 
entered the house and drove him 
away. 




Joe and Walter Adklns, recently 
Indicted for complicity In burning 
the Lincoln county court house and 
who are now being held In the Jail 
at Hamlin in default of $5,000 bond 
have confessed, Implicating Henry 
Huftmau as the man who appliod 
the torch. Their story is a sensa- 
tional one. and la ta the effect that 
the burning was deliberately plan- 
ned In order to destroy Indictments 
pending against them. The Lincoln 
authorities seem to place entire 
confidence In the *tory told by the 
Adklns brother*. 

The Fayette newspapers tell of 
the tragic death of Henry Kincaid. 
which occurred in the Payette coun- 
ty Jail. Kincaid committed suicide 
by swallowing carbolic acid. Brood- 
ing over the crime which was alien- 
ed against him la believed to have 
hern responsible Kincaid was 
charged with the murder of hi* 
brother-in-law on Pack's brauch. 
and at the last term of court the 
Jury failed to agree upon a verdict. 
His father and brother had refused 
to go on his bond ou the day of 
bis suicide and had suggested that 
he plead guilty to the offense and 
take the lowest punishment which 
would be meted out. 

Complaints are rife of horses be- 
ing sick of blind staggers in the 
various sections of the country. 
Blind staggers la caused by feeding 
diseased corn too long to horses. It 
Is a disease akin to vertigo head- 
ache that finally kilts of apoplexy 



which ensues from poisonous con- 
gestion of the stomach. Corn should 
be carefully selected for horses es- 
pecially, and the diet varied by lib- 
eral rations of oats and hay. Mules 
are less liable to Injury from un- 
wholesome corn than horseflesh, and 
so of cattle. But It pays to first 
cull for sound corn and nub the 
points of each defective ear. Feed 
sound corn and blind staggers can- 
not occur. — Winchester Democrat.

Sister Will- 
iamson had been 111 for several days 
with a pain in her side near her 
heart and probably heart trouble 
was the cause of her death.

They had se- 
cured the services of Attorney 
Quesinberry and were armed with a 
petition of over 100 names. The 
committee say that they were un 
able to get the court to announce 
at what time it would meet, and 
that, as a matter of fact, tt "took a 
sneak" on them, met and granted 
the license and adjourned before the 
objectors could get a hearing. The 
Nolan people are very indignant.
